FOREWORD 


Although he has been interested in coins for the greater part of his life, Robert 
Bridge’s collection of Byzantine coins has largely been formed since the 1960’s. A 
glance at the plates of this catalogue quickly shows where its strength lies; recent 
researchers into the coinage of the sixth and seventh centuries in particular have 
cited many coins from the Bridge collection in their published works. It is from this 
period that an example of the product of the majority of mint workshops operating, 
particularly at Constantinople, found a place in the collection, and there are very 
few duplicates. The collection is equally important for the number of coins from 
provincial Byzantine mints which are included. The rarities speak for themselves, 
although the Jerusalem solidus of Heraclius in the likeness of his predecessor Focas 
is particularly important in the history of that mint. New attributions and re- 
attributions in the Byzantine series of coins are made as one publication follows 
another; the catalogue by David R. Sear ‘“‘Byzantine Coins and their Values” (1987 
edition) is most useful in that it gives other references under its consecutive 
numbering system, whilst the somewhat dated work “Catalogue of the Byzantine 
Coins in the Dumbarton Oaks and Whittemore Collections” still provides an 
invaluable English-language listing of many of the varieties of type, legend and 
minutiae of the coinage on which attributions are so frequently based. For these 
reasons, the two books alone are principly used as references in the catalogue. 
Legends are given in letter order as they appear on the coins, but no real attempt 
has been made to copy the letter forms themselves in this sale catalogue. We would 
like to acknowledge the help given by Mr. P. J. Donald in the preparation of this 
catalogue.
